“tional sort to satisfy an audience that 
came..expecting to hear. such testi- 
‘™mony. ~ 

_ Earle’s affinity record had been 
well advertised in the Paris press 
and brought hundreds. of spectators. 
The Judge, aware that Earle, like 
Harry Thaw at Coaticook, had suc- 
ceeded in putting the town on the 
map, permitted extra rows of chairs 
behind the bench, Nevertheless scores 
ef persons were unable to gain ad- 
mission. Earle, in fashionable dress, 
which included- a morning coat and 
tan spats; and- wearing a white car- 
nation in his. buttonhole, gave a note 
of gaiety to the sombre court, which 
Was soon so dark on account of the 
pelting rain that dozens:of lamps and 
Candles were placéd around the walls 
and on the Judge’s and lawyers’ 
desks. 

Harle was popular with the crowd, 
which eheered him at his entrance 
and: jeered at the close of the testi- 
mony of two of his three wives who 
testified concerning his cruelty. 

Miss Hermann; who is a handsome 
young woman, was pale. She was 
dressed entirely in black and wore a 
red flower! She.appeared sad and 
kept .-her-.eyes dewn throughout the 
proceédings. 

Mme. Maple Fischbacher, who was 
HBarle’s first wife.and mother of the 
child he ‘kidnapped, was attired in a 
blue tailor-made suit with black furs. 
She was very nervous and showed in- 
tense hatred of Earle in -her every 
statement and attitude. 

Dora Sidford Barle, the third and 
present wife; who is now suing Earle 
for divorce, came from Oxford to. tes- 
tify for Mme Fischbacher. She also 
Ps a hostile note. to the proceed- 
ngs. 

Earle told THe New York Times 
correspondent, when he was brought 
into court, that he felt very confi- 

ent of acquittal. The jailor made a 
statement that, if all Americans were 
like ‘Earle, he wished more would 
come to his prison.. The boy, Harold, 
was not in court. 

Earle, who maintained a calm and 
indifferent demeanor throughout, 
often interrupting thé Judge with a 
question, kept spectators keyed up by 
his shrewd answers. \When an inter- 
preter was offered to‘him he said he 
knew French sufficiently. Answer- 
ing the preliminary: questions he said 
he’ was “a writer instead of a painter, 
as often’ stated.” Miss Hermann de- 
clarefi herself a pianist, ; 

The first witness was § the Romoran- 
tin schoolmaster who had charge of 
Harold’s, education. He™ rambled 
through the entire curriculum of the 
school until the Judge ordered him to 
cease advertising it. Then followed a 
brief‘recital of Earle’s visit in disguise 
at the time the child was taken. 

Mme. Fischbacher was then called. 
She glared fiercely at Earle, and when 
he smiled: back she pointed a finger at 
him and cried: 

“ There i8 a. man who mmade a martyr 
of me for five years:+ He hag tried to 
break my child’s life as he has broken 
mine,. He now comes to torture me 
after abandoning me.” 

Mme. Fischbacher’s father testified 
that Earle told him he would rather 
kill Harold than’ return him. Mme. 
Fischbacher’s’ brother, Charles; said: 

“Earle’s a War. For three years he 
never asked about the child; and only 
camé to seé him when he had no love 
affair. . He is a: consummate comedian, 
but *no* gentleman. If he were not 
dressed “up as he is to-day with a 
flower\in' his :buttonhole, he would 
look like an Apache.” 

The present Mrs.-Harle was then 
cajled and said: 

“T consider him very dangerous to 
women and children. He has fre- 

' quently beaten me.” 

Mme. Fischbacher interrupted and 
said that she had suffered similar 
treatment. . The present wife ; con- 
tinued: 

“TI would sooner see my children 
dead than -see him have them.” 

Barle’s‘ lawyer asked her: 
“How do you reconcile that ‘state- 
. ment with the fact that you wrote him 
- a letter after your separation. begin- 
ning with the words, ‘Darling! Dar- 
ling! Darling! ’ and then ed him 
to come and see the children?” 

The woman appeared confused and 

made no reply. She was the last wit- 


ness. 
The. defails. of Mme. Fischbacher’s 
- Civil suit were read, Mme. Fischbacher 
| asking, $5,000 damages and declaring: 
that she knows Earle still has $100, 000 
in America.

Fischbacher’s Wwyer_-then 
spoke for two and a half hours and 
Succeeded in getting about one-third 
through the mass of documents which, 
he said, would prove that Earle was 
not fit to be custodian of a child. He 
told.of Earle’s first marriage, and said 
he ill-treated his wife on their honey- 
moon in Egypt.. He also. read a.letter 
received by Mme. Fisehbacher several 
anus later from a. Cairo official which 
read: 

“ Don’t let Earle have anything to do 
with the child. . You: remember how 
badly he treated you here.” 

The lawyer asserted that-when the 
separation proceedings were started, 
Earle sent. Mme. Fischbacher a -one- 
word telegram the word. being un- 
“printable. He- said that Barle ‘wrote 
Mme: Pischbacher saying: ‘““ We will 
bea trinity of love.” 

After the annullment of the Kuttner 
marriage Earle wrote Mme. . Fisch- 
bacher, saying: 

“The eyes of my soul are now 
opened. Harold shall.be my heir.” 

At half past 6 o’clock the attorney 
pleaded vocal exhaustion and the case 
was continued until to-morrow, -when 
the counsel-promises some sensationaly 
evidence in the form of letters tten 
to Mme. Fischbacher :by Earle from 
the Norway jail after Harold was re- 
turned to his mother. 


CHECKED FIRE PERILS. 


Adamson Says Inspectors Investi- 
“gated 104,621 Buildings. 


A month ago Fire Commissioner 
Adamson ordered a monthly inspection 
of buildings by members of the uni- 
formed ree. of the department. The 
first report was submitted yesterday 
by Chief Kenlon. Between Jan. 26 and 
Feb, 26 104,621 inspections were made. 
In 84,228 cases conditions were found 
to be good. ‘In 20,333 cases violations 
were found, and of these 12,645 were 
remedied at once. 

Unusually dangerous conditions. were 
found to exist in 1,020 cases, and these 
were at once referred to the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention.-: In some cases it. was 
found that: highly inflammable. material 
was stored in houses where dozens of 
families lived. 

In the. basement of one house a bar- 
rel of linseed oil, two barrels of tur- 
pentine, two barrels of varnish, a bar- 
rel of naphtha, and many paint pots were 
stored. This was in a five-story tene- 
ment house. Thousands of feet of dried 
lumber were found:stored in the ceilar 
of a box factory in West Thirty-second 
Street. In this;«house twelve a apeange om 
lived A* large six-story huilding 
Baxter Street, occupied by a paper box 
factory, was found,to have. inadequate 
fire protection. A paper-stock building 
was found by the Inspectors to have 
two large cracks in the rear and_ side 
walls. ‘A survey was recommended. A 
building in Pearl Street, in which 300 
persons were employed, was found not 
to have a singie fire escape. 

bs The inspection system convinces 
me,’ said Commissioner Adamson, 
‘that it was needed, and it will be 
continued. In one month the firemen 
have made nearly as many inspections 
as the Bureau of Fire Prevention made 
last year. -They reported only dan- 
gerous conditions; Nearly all the bad 
conditions. they found were. corrected 
by.verbal order. I am sure that, a few 
months more of such careful inspec- 
tion, and the fire conditions in this sity 
will: be. improved greatly.”

After. hearing arguments for several 
hours ‘yesterday on how’ td curb the 
evils * arising from ~ theatrical \ ticket 
agencies and. ticket speculating, the 
special committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen which has been considéring the 
matter for two weeks, reported out two 
ordinances, and thé board will act upon 
them) -at its-next. meeting. -One ordi- 
nance, introduced by Alderman Quinn, 
seeks to amend. Section 1,472 of the 
City Charter giving the Police Commis- 
sioner, when a license is issued, the 
right. to impose any reasonable: condi- 
tions or restrictions on the ‘licensee,

HUSSEY AGAIN GIVES. BAIL 


On Two Indictments—Other Charges 
May Be Dropped Unless Rein- 
statement Is Sought. 


Dennis Sweeney, John J. Murtha, and’ 
James F, Thompson,.who were once Po- 
lice Inspectors of the Sixth Police In-. 
-spection District, which takes in Har- 
lem, had their convictions for conspiracy 
to obstruct the course of justice upheld 
by the Appellate ivision yesterday. 
James E. Hussey, who was one. of the 
Inspectors in Harlem during the six- 
year period George A. Sipp.was _per- 
mitted .to run his Baltic Hotel on Lex- 
ington Avenue, had his. conviction ~ re- 
versed on the ground that it was based 
solely on the testimony. of accomplices, 
principally. that of. Edgar J. Newell, a 


disbarred lawyer, without corroboration. 
The ruling of the Appellate Division 
gives Hussey the right to apply for rein- 
statement as'a Captain of Police, the 
rank to which .Commissioner Waldo re- 
@uced him‘ after the Sipp charges be- 
came public, but at the’ istrict Attor- 
ney’s office yesterday it-was hinted that 
any attempt on his part to obtain rein- 
Statement would be followed by the 
prosecution of outstanding bribery -in- 
dictments against htim.. 

The other three men may also take 
an appeal.to the Court of Appeals from 
the adverse judgment of the Appellate 
Division. All four sentences will be fin- 
ished to-morrow, and it. was suggested 
that an appeal would -bring down on 
their heads, as on Hussey’s, prosecu- 
tions for felony indictments .charging 
bribery. The name of John H. Tonjes, 
owner of the Colonial Hotel, at. the 
southwest corner of Eighth Avenue and 
125th Street, figures in most. of these 
bribery indictments. Tonjes has charged 
the four men with exacting protectior 
money from him. 

The four former. Inspectors were con- 
victed for a pg pe to get George A. 
Sipp, from whom they had extorted pro- 
tection money, to go and to remain out- 
Side the jurisdiction of the New» York 
State courts. 

The Appellate Division denounced 
Sweeney as the leader of. the conspir- 
acy. It pointed out that during the ill- 
ness of Police Capt. Walsh, who 
died since the four ex-Inspectors went 
to trial, Sweeney attended to sordid de- 
tails in permitting Soe to operate’ his 
disorderly resort, and that. he took an 
active part in arranging-4o get Sipp into 

ew Jersey 

The Aanctinte Division related the tes- 
timony.of Sipp before the Curran Alder- 
manic Committee implicating Patrolman 
Eugene Fox as the collector of the pro- 
tection money, and said that this caused 
a great stir in the Police Department, 
and rendered it necessary for those 
who had received the money from Fox 
tc take steps to keep his mouth closed. 
The conspiracy to get and keep Sipp 
out of the jurisdiction was a part of the 
scheme to persuade Fox not to divulge 
the names of his principals, the court 
said. It adds: 

“The active pare of the work. fell 
upon Sweeney, who frequently consult- 
ed and conspired with Walsh at the 
house of the latter.’ 

The court held that Mrs; Walsh, who 
corroborated her husband, was not an 
accomplice, despite the arguments ot 
the defendants that she could not 
been ignorant of the sources of her ae.

FIGHTING NEWSPAPER BILL. 


Senate Committee Against Measure 
Aimed at Unauthorized ‘‘Ads.’’

ALBANY, N. Y., March 6.—The spon- 
sors for the Murtaugh-Adler bill, amend- 
ing the penal law so as to make it a 
misdemeanor for newsdealers to insert 
with newspapers, for gain or profit, ad- 





‘vertising matter’ not authorized by the 


publishers, are mystified over the atti- 
tude.of the Senate,Codes Committee to- 
ward this measure. The bill passed in 
the Assembly without a dissenting vote. 


The Senate Codes Committee at its last" 


meeting by a vote of six to two de- 
cided not to report it. 

Senator Anthony J. Griffin of ‘the 
Bronx, Chairman of the committee, has 
been on the sick list-for two weeks and 
did not attend the meeting. Senator 
Murtaugh went before the committee 
and urged strongly that the bill be re- 
ported, as no ‘valid objection had been 
offered to it at the hearing held on 
Feb; 25. At the close of that hearing 
it was understood that the. bill. would 
be reported favorably, and that it would 
be -passed in both houses without :.oppo- 
sition. 

For that reason. Mr. Murtaugh was 
astounded to find Senator Wende of 
Brie and Sénator Thompson of Niagara 
the only members of committee in 
favor of_reporting the bill. The other 
members, Senators le sakes oy Carswell, 
and Velte of Kings, Herri and. Simp- 
son of New York, and Coates of Frank- 
lin steadily opposed such action. 

So far.the opponents have not givén 
in the open any reasons for their atti- 
tude. The meting.at which the vote 
was taken on the Murtaugh-Adler bill 
was held behind closed doors. 

The bill has been widely indorsed, not 
only by publishers, but by business meh 
and advettisers geherally, who are pro- 
testing against the un fair competition 
from persons who make the newsdeal- 

ers their accomplices in the evils the 
bill was désigned to remedy.

ALBANY, March 6.—As a solution of 
the problem of the unemployed, Gov. 
Glynn,.in a special message sent to the 
Legislature to-day, recommended the 
establishment of a new bureau in the 
State Labor Department to have super- 
vision over a chain. of free State em- 
ployment buréaus to be established -in 
various cities by the Commissioner of 
Labor. . 

“For the man who is not sincerely 
anxious to secure: work the public has 
no sympathy,” the Governor says. ‘* For 
the man who is anxious to work, but 


cannot find employment, the State has/ tna: 


sympathy and a very real concern. 


* While-I do not believe that the pres-|' 


ent situation is as serious as someé 
would have us believe, I am persuaded 
that it is serious enough to demand oir 
consideration. Whatever the State as a 
State can do to provide work for the 
unemployed it fs morally’ bound to do. 
“The. present situation is. not new. 
Unemployment is an evil which is al- 
ways present in a greater or less degree 
in our industrial system. While there is 
no work to be done the State can rarely 
create work. But there are many times 
when, although there is work to be 
done and men anxious to work, the em- 
ployer’ and the man who wants to work 
cannot get fn touch with each other. 
“This latter situation: the State can 
remedy. New York must deal with an 
ancient problem in, a modern way.” 
The Governor said a bill had been 
prepared to carry out his suggestion. 
The bureau is to be in charge of a man 
taken from the civil service list. The 
employment offices shall be used to 
bring together all classes of workmen |2® 
in search of employment and employers 
seeking labor. Each agency is to’ have 
a Superintendent who is to be assisted 
by an advisory committee composed of 


‘leading employers and representatives 


of labor, to be. appointed by, the Com- 
missioner of Labor. For each bureau 
there is to be an ‘advisory board made 
up of labor men and employers of labor.

RAILWAY ‘PASSES. FOR LEGIS- 
5 LATORS. 

The railways subject to New Jersey 
legislation have had the hardihood to 
propose that the lawmakers shall re- 
peal 

all laws that in effect require or per- 
mit free transportation to public offi- 
cials, whether State or otherwise, and 
to enact a law that will prohibit. rail- 
ways from: giving any such official 
free transportation or will permit his 
soliciting or, receiving the same. 

When everybody rode upon. passes 
railways were more popular. When 
passes were prohibited so far as Fed- 
eral laws can effect it, it might be 
thought that the use of a pass would 
irtitate those not able to get them 
against those profiting by the dis- 
crimination. It is not sure that such 
is not the result among those who pay 
their way, but the pass system is sure- 
ly still popular among those able to 
get the passes. The curious thing is 
that those using passes are most rabid 
against the railways, So little does 
the use of passes soften the hearts of 
those recéiving such privileges by law 
that the’ railways-could not find q sin- 
gle New Jersey legislator. who would 


: introduce the bill to cut off the privi- 


leges of himself anl his fellows. Ac- 
cordingly the bill was addressed to the 
President of the 'Sénate, This.incident 
throws a'fine bright light upon the 
prospects of the repeal of either the 
pass or the full crew laws. 


“INVESTIGATING” THE ASSOCI- 
ATED PRESS. 

The men: who centuries ago fought 
and won the great fight for ‘freedom 
of spéech and of the press were stout 
and worthy champions of the liber- 
ties of the people. . Nowadays’ those 
who bawl loudest for freedom of 
speech are persons who make or wish

press found defenders. at the “free 
press protest ‘meeting * held’ in’ Cooper 
Union Thursday evening, tnder the 
management of the Liberal Club..

'LENCOLN STEFFENS was. there and 


There were feminists and suf- 
fragists. But Mr. Amos B. PincHot 
was the star of ‘the evening. The 
meeting “was called as a measure of 
protest against the Federal indict- 
ment for. criminal libel that has béen 
found against Max BasTmMan ‘and ArT 
Young, the editor and thé cartoonist 
of a Socialist publication, The Masses. 
These men published in their paper a 
¢artoon representing Mr. Franx B: 
Norgs, President. of. The Associated 
Press, as poisoning the waters of pub- 
lie opinion by eausing to be sent: out 
false and’ distorted news to the news- 
papers served by that organization. 
This cartoon was examined by 9 Fed- 
eral Grand Jury, adjudged to be libel- 
aus, and an indictment. for ‘criminal 
libel was brought. Mr. Amos E. Pin- 
OxoT insisted’ that a protest should ‘be 
thade against the nse of the Federal 
District Attorney’s office for the muz- 
dling ‘of thdse who criticised The As- 
sociated Press monopoly. In a mat- 
ter of criminal libel the office. of the 
public prosecutor can be “used” only 
when the: prosecutor finds a case for 
submission ’ to’ the.

PINCHOT does not know what he is 
talking about and to apply unpleasant 
epithets to him and.to his utterance. 
He is confuted and made ridiculous. by 
the facts of the case. The condition 
he describes is impossible, it could not 
arise and continue in The Associated 
Press. This is made clear by an ad- 
mirable statement of the matter which 
we take from the editorial columns of 
The Springfield Republican. Refer- 
ring to the charge.that The Associat- 
ed Press, has power to-color the news, 
and so determine “in what form and 
“to, what extent the news of, the 
“world shall .be given from day to 
“day to the average citizen,” The Re- 
publican says: 

But The.Republican knows from 
actual experience and from many 
years’ study of the daily press of the 

United States that. the worst abuses 
of news publication are perpetrated 
by the reporters of individual news- 
papers in their local field or by ,the 
special correspondents directly serv- 
ing them at a distance. The more 
Papers a reporter or a correspondent 
seryes—papers with interests and sym- 
pathies far from uniform—the closer 
he approximates usually to impartial 
presentation of facts. And that is pre- 
cisely the position of the news-gather- 
ing representatives of The Associated 
Press.

THE COMPENSATION BILL. 

The change in the workmen’s com- 
pensation law made by the Assembly 
does not make it any better. It sim- 
ply requires that ‘the Commission 
created by the law shall not have more 
than three of its five members of the 
same political party, This is the rec- 
ognition of politics in the law, and is 
vicious. The law is not one as to which 
parties differ. Politics ought not to be 
thought of at all in choosing the Com- 
‘missioners: This amendment tends to 
force politics to”be thought of. The 
only thing in the application of the 
law. that could have anything to do 
with politics is the patronage, and the 
amendment is an indirect permission 
to the Commissioners to regard pat- 
ronage. 

It is reported that the Governor will 
veto the bill if passed and take the 
chances of the present law being sus- 
tained as Constitutional. We. don’t 
think he would incur much risk. The 
Constitutional -point that has been 
raised is essentially technical. It is 
that the Constitutional amendment 
authorizing the law had not been rati- 
fied when the law was passed. But it 
had been ratified at the date fixed’ for 
the law to go into-effect. It-is not 
probable that the law would, under 
these conditions, be invalidated by the 
courts.

Mr. LoReE, Pres- 
ident of the Delaware & Hudgon 
Company. therefore went to express 
the opinions of railway men regard- 
ing the bill forbidding interlocking 
directorates. These sinful combina- 
tions . have been represented as de- 
Vices of the money, trust. As‘ de- 
cribed by President. LOREE, they | are 
arrangements whereby borrowers “and 
lenders gét. together on the basis of 
first-hand information regarding the 
business which both want to do to- 
gether. To forbid interlocking would 
make the conditions of credit more 
hazardous, and would not improve 
the conditions of those who. find 
credit difficult because they are out- 
side the combination. 

Preventing A and B’ from doing 
business with each other does not put 
either of them, in mood for doing 
business with C or D. Legislation on 
that theory might well await proof 
that credit has been withheld from 
those worthy of it. No ‘legislation 
can make credit. accessible to bad 
horrowers,.. The practical working of 
interlocking is that it cheapens cred- 
it by enabling representatives of cap- 
ital to assure themselves regarding 
the use of their money. . In that man- 
ner foreign investors are led to lend 
at rates 1 or 2 or more per cent. below 
ose current in ‘the districts where 
it is most popular. to. propose to for- 
bid such “representation. If local 
“directorates are insisted upon local 
rates of interest may be expected. 

Such’ missionary work is not wasted. 
The effort to educate our lawmakers 
has resulted already in the progress 
indicated in. two Washington dis- 
patches’ in yesterday’s Times. The 
President. perceives now. the difficulty 
in. improving the Sherman. anti-trust 
law, and Senator OwrENn perceives 
how very easy it is to. improve the 
bill regulating the exchanges by re- 
fusing them. access tothe mails.

Task Should Not Be Assumed by 
Private Groups or Individuals.

“Organized censorship ‘of supervision of 

the theatre or other public amusements, 
er. of the occupations, activities, “or 
morals of individuals, by any but’ duly 
elected or appointed ° officers of the 
law is unwholesome. Your editorial 
commendation, therefore, of a proposal 
by which a group of churchmen are’ to 
assert a power over the stage and 
drama ‘that they “do not have merely 
as citizens and churchmen advocates 
an unfortunate policy, 
“*Censorship by the police is sometimes 
farcical, sometimes stupid, and ‘some- 
times unjust, but it at ldast represents 
censorship by public officers designated 
to’ perform it, and-designated by the 
public, and it, therefore, is far prefer- 
able to a censorship by volunteers, who 
are responsible to and represent nothing 
but their. own. convictions. 

A serious weakness ts indicated by the 
complacency with which we thus let in- 
dividuals and. groups arrogate to them- 
selves the judgment and authority that 
should be exercised only by. the public 
and. only. through its regular admin- 
istrative agents. Were we not weakly 
complacent we should not tolerate the 
effrontery of those persons—eminent 
and well-intentioned though they some- 
times are—who presume to assert au- 
thority over the tastes,’ habits}. morals, 
and amusements of their’ fellows.

Shelter Provided for Those Tem- 
porarily in. Distress. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In Sunday’s Magazine Section’ you print an 
interesting article entitled ‘ Down and out.’ 
women face dire problem in New York,” in, 
which you state that “ there is only one small 
institution in all the city {St. Mary’s (Roman 
Catholic) Home in West Fourteenth. Street,] 
where the respectable woman ont of work 
and penniless can find shelter until she gets 
employment.”* 

‘As the President of the Board of Trustees 
of the Shelter for Respectable Girls, at 212 
East Forty-sixth Street, I feel called upon to 
state that the institution of which I-am an 
efficer, under the general. management of 
the Episcopal Church, apd under the execu- 
tive direction of. Deaconess Gillmore for the 
Past forty-two years, has carried én the 
very kind of work -you Géscribe, and has 
issued its annual detailed report of its work 
every year. The iast year seventy-two such 
respectable women were adinitted who were 
unable to*pay any portion of the charge for 
board, which in every case is below the cost 
for mainteriance, and ‘probably as many ‘more 
were admitted who were unable te pay. these 
charges but in part. 

In nb case was an applicant. not over 40 
years of age declined because to her other 
misfortunes. is added poverty. This age 
limit was ferced upon the management be- 
cause ef the large number ef younger, self- 
Tespecting working women who sought a 
temporary home in the shelter. On one peint 





acter ef those admitted: and cared for... They 
must bé<selfsrespecting and respectable. ‘This 
is implied in the name under which the in-

It is readily apparent that this phase 
of the jurisdiction of the Administrative 
Court would require solely an amend-.

Straus of New Yerls, representing the 
firm of R..H.. Macy & C€o., appeared

thé insertion into. the trust bills of any 
Permission for resale price-fixing. The 
courts had” rejected the+plea of the 
manufacturers for price-fixing agreec- 
ments; fie said; and they were now try- 
ing to regain the lost ground through 


legislative favors. 


Mr, Straus said that as the department 
stores that suffered direct loss from their 
own price reductions did not complain 
there was no need for legislation on the 
subject. He de that price-cutting 
demoralized the trade in any article. 
He added that the charge made by cer- 
tain witnesses that cut prices in patent-j}t 
ed articles were used“freely for adver- 
tising purposes was false. 

“ We contend,” said Mr: Straus, ‘‘ that 
modern organizations which have re- 
duced the cost of business should. not 
be hampered in marketing their goods 
at lower prices. I don’t believe our 
method of doing business injures the éf- 
ficient “emall dealer. There is no an- 
tagonism between the large and the 
small.stores.. The small stores are in- 
cteasing in numbers, and according to 
my information are prospering. We 
| started in business ourselves as a gmail 
atore with only a twenty-foot front- 
age.” 

In response to nbantiing: Mr. Straus 
said that his store allowed 2% per cent. 
for advertising, though this charge on 
certain patented or’ trademarked ar- 
ticles amounted to 25 per cent. He said 
it. was hard to tell what was the eost 
of operating the Macy store. The 
grote. he said, was due only in part 

the ability of the great stores ug 
wy in large quantities. :

BILLBOARD LAW STANDS. 


Appellate Division Upholds the City 
Ordinance. 


The Van Beuren & New York Bill 
Posting Company, -the so-called “ Bill- | 
board Trust,” lost its appeal yesterday 
against the constitutionality of the New 
York City bill posting ordinance in the 
Appellate Division. The decision de- 
prived the bill posting company of the 
protection of a Supreme Court order 
which restrained: Rudolph P. Miller, su- 
perintendent of the Building Bureau of 
the Manhattan Borough President’s of- 
fice from entorcing the ordinance. The 
injunction was directed against Miller’s 
refusal to permit the erection of a 
wooden billboard on West 215th Street 
between Broadway and Tenth Avenue. 

The proposed ‘billboard was more than 
sixteen and a half feet high, the limit 
under the ordinance, and was not to be 
sheathed with metal. ‘The plans were 
ee pigages | by Supt. Miller. The, bill 

osting company .said that since the 
billboard was not a building it was out- 
side Supt. Miller’s jurisdiction. It also 
1 said that to,prevent it from erecting a 
billboard more than sixteen and a half 
feet high was a: deprivation of its -prop- 
erty rights under the Constitution. It 
also charged that it was unreasonable 
to. require that the billboard should be 
sheathed with metal. 

The Appellate Division held that the 
regulations of the ordinance had.the 
effect of a statute enacted by the Legis- 
lature, that a billboard was a structure 
under the jurisdiction of Supt: Miller 
and that the regulations as to height 
and sheathing were “ calculated to pro- 
moté safety and prevent the destruction 
of Fa te by fire.” It. said that if 

buildings. might be regulated as to 
height, S iliboards might be. It: also 
said that the outlying districts of the 
city might properly be included in the 
‘fire limits.’ 


Poiret Wins Pillow Case. 


Paul Poiret scored a final victory 
yesterday over the New York Customs 
officials, when Board».No. 1 of the 
United States General Appraisers de- 
cided that the values at which he had 
entered fancy pillows were correct and 
represented full market values. The 
pillows were «passed by Appraiser 
. Higgins at the invoiced prices, but Col- 
lector Malone, acting on reports re- 
ceiyed from Paris by. special Treasury 
agents, asked for a_reappraisement.

‘Gov, Martin H. Glynn told of the urg- 
*ent need of prison reform in this State 
“ata meeting held last night at- Car- 
megie Hall under the auspices of the 
‘Metropolitan Section of. the Woman's 
Department of the National Civic Fed- 
eration. The Governor not only assert- 
te@ that, in-his.belief, Sing Sing. Prison 
should be abolished, but he added that 
if he had: the money possessed by the 
State a few years ago before many mill- 
jons of dollars were spent on‘.canals 
and good roads he ‘‘ could pledge. this 
week ’’.a new prison in place-of Sing 


“_ am.for prisorn_.reform,” said. Mr. 
Glynn, ‘and as Governor of New: York 
State I promise ‘with “all the influence 
in-my power to further the purposes 
represented by this “meeting. I believe 
there: are.more .crimifials. by accident 
than there are criminals by. intent. For 
the professional, cold blooded criminal 
Ihave. little sympathy, but for. the 
criminal by aceident I have much,: I 
for otie would substitute in our punitive 
system pity instead of punishment. Cor- 
réction, not punishment; is the road*to 
reform. The chamber of justice should 
not be a subterranean passage to the 
chamber of torture. Every. jail should 
be a true reformatory, and the convict 
who Sout should not be worse than 
the convict who goes‘in. 

*T have received letters by the score 
saying that << Sing; must go, and if 
the number of letters”and the size of 
this audience count for anything, I 
suppose Sin Sag 2 must go. But if we 
are to abolish Sing Sing, ag Clinton 
and Auburn must be improved. And we 
must go further than that.” 

The Governor then said that. he was 
in favor of a training school for boys 
and the abolition of the.woman’s prison 
at Auburn, But. he said the problem 
must be faced “With: some degree of 
réason, as conditions, financially, were 
not the same as they were a few years 
ago when, the State had so much money 
it-did not know what to 7 9 with it. At 
that time, he said, $119,000, 
for canals and a total of $100,000,000 for 
good. roads, and.it. meant. that each 
_- Year $10,000,000-had to.be taken from 
the income of the State for these pur- 
poses. now. 

“We have an income of $41,000,000 a 
year,” he said, *‘ and there are now’ on 
my desk appropriations asking for.,$63,- 

. if there is any man who can 
tell me how I can do it, then I havea 
ren job at Albany ready for that 
inancier.”’ 

The solution of. the problem, said Gov. 
Glynn, was in the constitutional - con- 
vention, which he hoped’ would be held 
in’ 1915.- He told his auditors ‘that the 
Way to'get new prisons was to have the 
Constitutioa—which he said needed’ to 
be changed in many regards—altered so 
that the State could issue bonds run- 
ning over fifty years, which could be
